Investigator Gives Quick-Real- 
ization Figure for Match 
King’s Assets.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, April 28. 
Prot. M. Fehr, investigating the 


tangled affairs of Ivar Kreuger, 
tre Swedish match king who kill- 


ed himself in Paris, said yesterday 


Kreuger’s personal estate could be 
valued at only 400,000 kroner 
(about $78,400) at a quick realiza- 
tion. Kreuger was once rated one 
of the wealthiest men in the world. 

He said the receivers would try 
to wind up the affairs of Kreuger 
& Toll. And associated companies 
slowly to conserve all possible as- 
sets. 

Meanwhile Kreuger & Toll and 
associated companies have abked 
for an extension of the Government 
moratorium on their obligations 
from May 1 to May 31, pending 
completion of the investigations.

— The 
first air mail pilot’s medal for 
heroism will go to Mal B. Free- 
burg, who flies between Chicago 
and St. Paul The presentation will 
be by President Hoover at a date 
to be selected.

House Votes to Restore to Congress 
the Power to Ohange Im- 
port LDuties.

Democratic tariff bill restoring to 
Congress all power to alter import 
duties was finally passed and sent 
to the Presj@ent today by the 
House. 

The vote on final passage was 
202 to 171. 

The House agreed to  Sénate 
amendments to the measure after 
an hour of debate in which the 
Republicans assailed the bil] 
without merit and predicted 
would be vetoed by President 
Hoover. 

Acting Chairman Crisp of the 
Ways and Means Committee said 
the bill would lead the way ‘to 
lessening the tariff barriers of the 
world and would ‘restore to Con- 
gress the right to fix rates on im- 
ports. 

Ragon, (Dem.), Arkansas, de- 
Clared that “the Republicans say 
they have a bulwark in the White 
House against this bill; they should 
have had one against the Smoot- 
Hawley tariff bill.’’ 

The bill was passed by the Sen- 
ate, 42 to 30. Senate amendments 
accepted included a provision to 
prevent changes in duties recom- 
mended by the Tariff Commission 
from going into effect automatica}- 
ly in the event Congress fails’ to 
act.

REGAINS FLIGHT RECORD. 
ENGLAND TO ‘AUSTRALIA 


CO. W. A. Scott Makes Trip in Eight 
Days, 20 Hours and 49 
Minutes. 

PORT DARWIN, Australia, April 
28.—C. W. A. Scott landed here 
at 10:22 a. m. today after a flight 
from Lympne, England, in which 
he recovered his record for flights 
between England and Australia by 
beating the record of J. A. Butler 
five hours and 40 minutes.

The annual appropriation bill, 
presented to the Board of Alder- 
men at its midday meeting today, 
fixes the total city budget for 1932- 
33 at $26.921,429.19, a reduction 


of $4,234.561.87, or 14 per cent, 
from last year’s total of $31,1565,- 
991.06. 

With the budget bill was intro- 
duced the bill fixing the tax rate 
for all purposes, city, state and 
schools, for 1932-33, at $2.74 on 
$100 valuation. The past year’s 
rate was $2.71. President Neun of 
the board at once announced he 
would oppose any increase over 
last year’s rate, and asked the 
board to stand with him. Neupn 
said that he, as a member of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, opposed fixing the rate at 
2.74, but was voted down by May- 
or Miller and Comptroller Nolte. 

The division of the tax rate is: 
Municipal purposes, exclusive of 
three fixed levies, $1.27; Public 
Library, 4 cents; Aré Museum, 2 
cents; Zoo, 2 cents, these items 
being the same as last yar; city 
bond interest and sinking fund, 
39 cents, 2 cents more than last 
year; schools, 85 cents, 2 cents 
less than last year; state, 15 cents, 
3 cents more than last year. 

To Hold Daily Hearings. 

Deputy Comptroller Gunn, who 
was at the meeting of the board, 
said the Aldermen kad no author- 
ity to change the rate for bond in- 
terest and sinking fund, which it 
was found necessary to increase. 
The only item they could change, 
he said,. would be the $1.27 for 
general municipal purposes. If 
they reduced this »y 3 cents, he 
estimated, the resultant decrease 
in revenue would be $357,000, and 
this would have to come out of 
the city departments subject to 
budget control, *which 
ready been cut an verage of 17.5 
per cent. School funds are not in- 
cluded in the city budget. 

The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the Aldermen will hold pub 
lic hearings on the budget for sev 
eral days, at 2 p. m., these meet- 
ings having begun today. The 
board also will meet daily. 

Appropriations for all activities 
supported by municipal revenue, 
including the Police Department, 
and excluding the Water Depart- 
ment, bond interest and «sinking 
fund, amount this year to $18,907,- 
883.70. This t. a decrease of $3,- 
$63,023.61, or 17.5 per cent from 
last year’s corresponding appro- 
priations, which amounted to $22,- 
771,807.31. 

Vacations Without Pay Favored. 

This decrease, which the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment 
deemed necessary to meet reduc- 
tions in revenue resulting from the 
10 per cent cut in real estate as- 
sessments and from other causes, 
will have to be met by the vart- 
ous departments through § reduc- 
tions in their costs, the nature of 
the cuts to be determined by each 
department head. Some employes 
probably will. be discharged. 
though employes and department 
heads generally’ favor the plan of 
vacations without pay,. and the 
Stagger method of work, rather 
than reduction of the number of 
workers. 

The standardization bill, pre- 
pared by the Efficiency Board and 
submitted to the Aldermen witb 
the budget, makes no general cult 
in salaries of city employes. It 
contains 54 changes in hourly rate 
of pay for mechanics, the changes 
being in accord with the prevailing 
standards of pay, and 10 reductions 
of monthly wages, an estimated 
saving in all of $4000 a month. 


Police Cut Own Budget. 

The Police Department, which is 
not under budget control, the city 
being required to appropriate the 
full amount of its requirements, 
aay be reduction of $359,500 from 
its last year’s appropriation, by ac- 
tion of the Police Board. The po- 
lice appropriation this year is $5,- 
094,400, compared with last 
yéar’s appropriation of $6,453,900, 
of which the department spent $5,- 
264,873, the balance reverting to 
the city treasury. 

A large increase in the cost of 
elections and registration, over that 
of last year, was unavoidable, this

Expectation of a Disagree- 
ment Reduces Size of 
Crowd at Courthouse in 
Honolulu. 


DEFENDANTS GO 
TO PEARL HARBOR 


Darrow Closed With Gold- 
en Rule Plea—Prosecu- 


tor Said Defense Was 
Based on Sentiment.

HONOLULU, April 28. — At 
10:20 a. m. today (2:50 p. m. St. 
Louis time), 18 hours after the 
case had been placed in its hands, 


no verdict had been reported by | 


the jury trying Lieut. T. H. Mas. 
sie, his mother-in-law, Mrs. Gran- 
ville Fortescue, A. O. Jones and 
E. J. Lord for the murder of Jo- 
seph Kahahawai. The victim is 
said to have confessed a criminai 
attack on Mrs. Thalia Massie, the 
Lieutenant’s wife. 

The four defendants, who had 
dinner in a Honolulu hotel last 
night, Waited there until after the 
jury was locked up, then returned 
to Pearl Harbor last night. 

Early Verdict Not Expected. 

Circuit Judge Skinner Davis went 
to the Judiciary Building early, but 
neither he nor any other court of- 
ficial expected a verdict soon. The 
general opinion on the _ street 
seeined to be that there would be 
a disagreement. This explained the 
lack of a crowd at the courthouse. 

Judge, Davis issued orders for the 
dispersal of any crowd which might 
gather around the Judiciary Build- 
ing. 

Judge Charles S. Davis instructed 
the jury that it could find the de- 
fendants, except Massie, guilty of 
second degree murder, guilty of 
manslaughter, or not guilty. As to 
Massie, the Judge said the verdict 
might be any one of these, with a 
possible verdict of not guilty by 
reason of insanity in addition. 

A separate verdict for each of 
the defendants was ordered. Judge 
Davis also ruled that evidence re- 
garding the assault on Mrs. Massie 
could be considered only as it re- 
lated to Massie’s mental state. 

As to the defense contention 
Massie’s mind went blank when he 
confronted the Hawaiian with a 
pistol and heard him confess, Judgé¢ 
Davis instructed that if a plea of 
insanity had been introducéd, the 
burden of proof was on the prose- 
cution to show the naval officer 
sane. 

Can’t Consider Attack on Wife. 

The J:dge warned the 12 men 
that “no man may take the law in- 
to his own. hands, and the alleged 
fact that the deceased ravished the 
wife of one of the defendants can- 
not be considered.” 

To justify a second degree mur- 
der verdict, Judge Davis ruled, the 
ju'y would fF ve to conclude the 
prosecution had proved the four 
perrons killed Kahahawai and that 
they had intended to kill him. 

However, the Judge said it would 
be necessary for the prosecution to 
have proved premeditation if it had 
shown the defendants entered into 
an agreement, the reasonable con- 
sequence of which was the slaying. 

It was ruled all defendants could 
be._convicted of second degree mur- 
der or manslaughter if the jury 
found that thcy conspired on Jan. 
7 last, the day hefore the abduction 
and slaying, to kill, to threaten 
with a pisto] or kidnap Kahahawai, 
providing-it determined that the 
killing was the result of such con- 
spiracy. 

Judge Davis said if the jury de- 
cided Massie killed Kahahawai and 
was insane at the moment, and had 
not planned the killing, then none 
of the defendants could be con- 
victed unless the prosecution had 
proved a conspiracy to do things, 
the reasonable consequences of 
which would be Kahahawai’s 
death. 

The penalty for second degree 
murder, the charge on which the 
four were brought to trial, is 20 
years to life imprisonment. Man- 
slaughter calls for a maximum pen- 
alty of 10 years in prison. 

On the. jury are five men of 
American descent, three Chinese, 
one Dane, one Portuguese, one Ger- 
man and one Hawalian, 

Darrow’s Final Piea. 

An intense’ plea in support of 
the insanity defense of Lieut.. Mas- 
sie and in behalf of the unwritten 
law, made by Clarence Darrow, 
and a fiery demand. by Public Pros- 
ecutor John C. Kelley for convic- 
tion of the four defendants, preced- 
ed the instructions. 

Darrow, who is in his seventy- 
fifth year, argued the events pre- 
ceding the abduction and killing 
were not the work of the accused 
and that therefore they could not 
be blamed. He asked the jurors 
to apply the golden rule.

HOW CAPONE COT DUCKS 
FORHIS SOUP KITCHEN 


Witness Says Grocery Chain 
Supplied Fowls to Avoid 
Short-Weight Prosecution 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 28.—Testimony 
that grocery chains were required 
to furnish food for “Scarface” Al 
Capone’s soup kitchen in exchange 
for dismissal of 10ort-weight 
charges was given yesterday at the 
trial of two former city officials on 
charges of conspiracy. 

Witnesses also testified that the 
defendants, Daniel A. Serritella, | 
former City Sealer, and his chief 
assistant, Harry Hochstein, collect- 
ed thousands of dollars from gro- 
ceries. Serritella now is a State 
Senator. 

Evidence on the soup kitchen at 
which Capone is said to have fed 
10,000 men through the winter of 
1930-31, was given by Miss Helen 
Hoffman, secretary for a grocery 
chain. She said Serritella ordered 


for “baskets to the poor’ at Christ- 
mas in 1929. The ducks were de- 
livered to Philip a’Andrea, Capone 
bodyguard, and a few days later the 
Capone soup kitchen gave a duck 
dinner for the unemployed, she 
said. 

Serritella once told her, Miss 
Hoffman said, that her company 
paid him $6000 a year for not pros- 
ecuting short-weight charges. 
When the company received a 
court summons for short weighing, 
Miss Hoffman said, it would be 
taken to Serritella or Hochstein 
further would be 
heard of it. 

L. M. Connors, branch manager 
of another chain of groceries, said 
his company was forced to contrib- 
ute to Serritella’s political cam- 
paigns “in order to escape prosecu- 
tion” on “trumped’up short-weight 
charges.”’

Chairman Norbeck announced the 
committee would meet again to- 
morrow or the next day.

“If this liquidation continves,” he 
said, “we must find out what part 
the bankers are playing in forcing 
down the value of American prop- 
erty to ‘junk’ prices. The bear 
raiders are bad enough: the bank- 
ers should not help them.” 

The shrinkage in loans he added, 
“proves that part of the supply of 
securities which has been causing 
the decline in all the security mar- 
kets has been coming from these 
banks; and it ts apparent that the 
action of the commercial banks in 
this respect is a major contribution 
to the present lack of confidence 
and crippled condition of business.

William Kerr Kavanaugh died of 
pneumonia last night at his home,

Pinchot Says U. S. Has 
Lost Liberty - Gained by 
First President.

MOUNT VERNON, Va.,-April 23. 
—Gov. Gifford Pinchot of Penn- 
sylvania, speaking at the tomb of 
George Washington, today said 
Atnericans had = lost’ the liberty 
“gained by Washington, made su- 
per by Lincoln and applied to mod- 
ern problems by Roosevelt.” 

“But today there is no Wash- 
ington to lead “1s against autocracy 
—against the suffering that goes 
with tynanny—against Govern- 
ment without consent »>f the gov- 
erned,” he said. “There is no Lin- 
coln to free modern slaves. There 
is no Roosevelt to warn us of the 
tyranny created by concentrated 
wealth—a concentration our Gov- 
ernment has the right and the 
means to stop, but ‘vhich, instead, 
it has promoted by every means 
in its power.” 

Pinchot, speaking before Gover- 
nors who attended the annual 
conference at Richmond, said there 
was nothing new tu be said about 
Washington after 133 years of 
praise from 7 grateful people, and 
he struck vigorously at modern 
conditions he held to be antagon- 
istic to Washington’s ideals. 

“The ruthless exploiting of 
wage-earners and farmers—the un- 
equal divigion of profits that dried 
up purchasing power and was the 
main cause of the depression, 
taxation that released the over- 
rich at the expense of the average 
man and woman—the system 
which allows stock gamblers to 
amass huge fortunes without a 
stroke of useful work—all] these 
things are shameful examples of 
how we have lost the liberty Wash.

— The 
trensfer to the books of the North- 
ern States Power Co. in 1928 of as- 
sets of its Wisconsin companies was 
described today at a Federal Trade 
Commission hearing.’ O, K. Ogle, 
commission accountant, testified 
that the assets.. transferred, prop- 
erty rights and franchises, had been 
increased in-book value without 
any addition to actual holdings. 

The transfer was described by 
Ogle as constituting $6,589,615 of a 
total gross writeup in the system 
of $18,378,207. Of the $6,598,615 
item transferred from the Wiscon- 
sin companies’ books to those of 
the Northern States, $3.642,370 was 
added to the depreciation account 
leaving a net writeup on this item 
of $2,947,245.

try,” Roosevelt declared.

Washington, Roosevelt said, met 
One great critical challenge after 
another by a calm appraisal of the 
facts and an ever-refreshed know- 
ledge social and economic condi- 
tion of the people of his country— 
tr the people, high, middle and 
ow.”

“To concern ourselves less with 
theory and more with a realism 
based on fhe hard lessons of ex- 
perience, is to serve well the mem- 
ory ‘of Washington and also the 
fundamental interests of popular 
government.”

About 5000 letters appealing for 
funds to insure the reopening of 
the St. Louis broom shop for the 
blind, which closed April 1 because 
the State’s appropriation had been

W. Maclvor, Lovis H. Waltke, 
Frank. Cc. Rand and August A. 
Busch. 

The Missouri Commission for the 
Blind, which operates the shop, has 
obtained about 810,000 in pledges 
and contributions. It is estimated 
$30,000 will be required to reopen 
it and operate it until the next ap- 
propriation becomes available Jan. 
1, 1933. In the meantime, the 
blind broom makers and their de- 
pendents are dependent upon char- 
ity. 

The letter outlines the situation 
which forced the closing of the 
shop and states that almost every 
large city in the country except St 
Louis supports and subsidizes 
workshops for the blind.

vpCES EXPORT CREDITS 


Stone Favors Plan to Sell _U. S. 
Accumulated Wheat and 
Cotton Abroad. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 28 Credit 
saipailatah and funds to finance sale 
of Farm Board wheat and cotton 
abroad were advocated before the 
Senate Agriculture Committee yes- 
terday by Chairman Stone of the 
Farm Board. 

At the hearing were representa- 
tives of farmers’ organizations — 
the National Grange, Farmers’ 
Union and Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion. 

Stone defended his board’s ac- 
tions. ‘To blame the board for the 
decline in agricultural prices, while 

“all other prices have gone down 
in proportion,” is unfair, he said. 
He asked that nothing be done to 
weaken the agricultural marketing 
act. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, in a formal statement, pre- 
dicted that an agreement would be 
soon reached on the many _ pro- 
posals before the committee. He 
said he expected approval to be 
given to the Ifederal Reserve 
Board's policy of urging member 
banks to buy government bonds 
with reserve notes, and said he 
thought the banks would be urged 
to increase their purchases, now 
running “around = 000,000 a 
week. 

Indications were that the com- 
mittee would approve the resolution 
of Senator McNary (Rep.), Oregon, 
chairman, “providing $100,000,000 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation to finance the sale of 
hoard wheat and cotton to foreign 
countries. 

Indorsing this ‘measure, Stone 
said inquiries already received in- 
dicated that export sales of between 


15.000,000 and 25,000,000 bushels of | 


wheat and from 500,000 to 1,000,- 
/000 bales of coiton could be ar- 
ranged before the current crop 
vear ends, if the credit fund is pro- 
vided. 

Referring to the Federal Reserve | 
program, Stone said _ if it were 
“courageously and steadily follows,” 
it “should tend to check credit con- 
traction, restore business  confi- 
dence, improve business activity, in- 
crease employment and so lend toa 
gradual increase in commodity 
prices.”’

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DEARMONT RAKES 
TOM PENDERGAST 
AND BOSS RULE 


Cites “Ruthless Domina- 
tion” of Democratic State 
Convention . by Kansas 


City Group. 


Political boss control of govern- 
ment was portrayed as. an shame- 
less menace to decent government 
and as inevitably leading to cor- 
ruption, by State Senator Russell 
I.. Dearmont, candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Gover- 
nor, at a campa’gn meeting last 
night in Kirkwood attended by 
about 500 St. Louis County Demo- 
crats. 

In a 30-minute conclusion of a 
two-hour speech, Dearmont vigor- 
ously denounced Tom Pendergast 
of Kansas City and candidates sub- 
servient to boss control. 

“This is a serious question,” he 
said. “and its seriousness justifies 
its deep consideration by you and 
by every Democrat—in «fact, by 
every voter in Missouri. 

“The question presented in this 
campaign is: Are the Democrats 
willing to surrender to one man 
control] of the entire party organ- 
ization and control of every func- 
tion of the State government? 

Boss Rule and Corruption. 

“Missouri has been singularly 
free from boss control, but it is 
not a new thing in the history of 
political parties in this country. 
There have been State bosses in 
both parties in many states and 
boss control of party organization 
and through it of government has 
meant just one thing, and that is 
corruption in government. 

“IT have not the slightest doubt 
that the Democrats of Missouri 
will repudiate the boss. They will 
insist on keeping the control of 
their party and of their govern- 
ment’in themsclves. 

“More than a year ago the boss 
in’ Kansas City told the Democrats 
whom they must nominate for Gov- 
ernor. Only a few weeks ago he 
brought more than 56000 of his 
minions to our State convention 
in St. Louis.

BILLS FOR CHICAGO 
TAK RELEF BEATEN 
NILLINOIS SENATE 


Measures Fail One After 
Another—‘Kill Them All, 
Let’s Go Home,’ Says 
One Member. 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ili., April 28.— 
The Chicago tax relief bills were 
defeated, one after another, in the 
State Senate this morning. 

“Kill them all and let’s go home,” 
was the advice of Senator Richard 
J. Barr, Republican, Joliet. | 


First the Gunning bill, to put 
teeth in the personal property tax 
law was killed by a vote of nine to 
four, with six present and not: vot- 
ing. 

Next the Key bill of the Chicago 
relief program, providing that cir- 
cuit courts may order complete or 
partial revision of assessments, was 
killed. This bill drew a vote of 23 
to 5, but it needed 26 votes® for 
passage. 

The next bill of the series got one 
more vote, 24 to 8, but was killed. 
It provided that county govern- 
ments may issue bonds without 
referendum during reassessment 
periods. 

The Senate later voted to ad- 
journ sine die next Thursday, after 
six other bills requested by J. L. 
Jacobs, Cook County Assessor, were 
passed by the Senate and sent to 
the House. 

Fearing an additional direct tax 
on property downstate, the Senate 
yesterday defeated bills to ap- 
propriate another $20,000.000 for 
unemployment relief in Illinois. 

The Legislature already has ap- 
propriated $20,000,000 for relief of 
the jobless and unless a bond issue 
for the initial amount is approved 
at the fall election, the State tax 
rate will be increased about 30

$450,000,000 TREASURY ISSUE 
IS OVERSUBSCRIBED, 10 10 | 


Officials Attach No Unusual Sig- 
nificance to Situation; Bankers 
Expected Larger Issue.

WASHINGTON, April 28. — Ef- 
forts of financial interests to ob- 
tain a share of the $225,000,000 3 
per cent\ioans to be sold next week 
by the Treasury brought an over- 
subscription of 10 times the total 
sought. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mills 
announced last night that total 
subscription of the 3 per cent two- 
year notes which will be dated May 
1 was $2,.496,428,.700 and that the 
subscription for the $225,900,000 of 
2 per cent one-year Treasury cer- 
tificates was $1,699,868,000. The 
total of the two issues to be sold

MOSCOW, April 28.—The Mos- 
cow Transport Union decreed yes- 
terday that the 1400 droshky driv- 
ers in the capital must be formed 
into organizations communal in 
type. Each will profit equally in 
the joint earnings and each must 
bear an equal share of the operat- 
ing expenses.

FARM GROUPS SUBMIT RELIEF 
PLAN TO SENATE COMMITTEE 


Program Including Equalization 
Fee and Export Debenture Urged 
to Aid Agriculture. 

By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—A 
broad program to relieve agricul- 
ture, containing the controverajal 
equalization fee and export deben- 
ture plan, was put before the Sen- 
ate Agriculture Committee today by 
Chester Gray of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation for the Federa- 
tion, the National Farmers’ Union 
and the National Grange. 

The program also calls for an al- 
lotment plan to handle that portion 
of the crops needed for domestic 
consumption, as provided in the 
pending bill of Senator Thomas 
(Dem.), Oklahoma. This measure 
stipulates that the price the farmer 
receives for produce needed for do- 
mestic consumption shall be equal 
to the cost of production. The re- 
mainder of the crops would be 
withheld from the domestic mar- 
ket, but could be exported for less 
than the price fixed for domestic 
sales. 

The measure provides that the 
Farm Board may bar imports when 
the flow affects the domestic mar- 
ket sufficiently to hamper sales at 
the cost of production price. 


GEN. MAH CHANG-SHAN SEEKS 
PROTECTION OF THE LEAGUE 


Appeals Through Pu-Yi for Safe 
Conduct Out of Man- 
churia. 

By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, China, April 28.—Chi- 
nese press dispatches said today 
that Gen, Mah Chan-shan, whose 
loyalties have switched three 
times between China and Japan 
during the past six months, had 
telegraphed Henry Pu-yi, theoret- 
ical ead of the Manchoukuo Gov- 
ernment, advising him to request 
that the League of Nations inves- 
tigating commission give him safe 
conduct out of Manchuria. 

The dispatches quoted the Gen- 
eral as saying that when he visited 
Changchun for Pu-yi’s inaugura- 
tion last March, the former Boy 
Emperor of China grasped him by 
the hand and said with tears in his 
eyes, “I am now in the mouth of 
the tiger. I can do nothing. Every 
day I want to die, but I cannot.”

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REVERSING SELF 
COMMITTEE KILLS 
OIL, GOAL TARIFE 


Senate Group Also Elimi- 
nates Coke and Copper 
Duties From House Rev- 
enue Bill. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 28.@The 
Senate Finance Committee today 
reversed itself and eliminated the 
oil and coal tariffs from the House 
revenue bill. 

The committee then struck out 
‘a copper duty from the revenue 
bill in reversing itself completely 
on tariffs. 

The decisions were made after 
heated argument in executive ses- 
sion Previously the committee by 
narrow margins had voted to retain 
the coal and oil duties and to add 
an import tax on copper:~ 

Refusal of the committee to in- 
clude a tariff on lumber is believed 
to have had an influence in knock- 
ing out the oil and coal levies. 

The 19 per cent levy on cos 
metics and toilet articles was re- 
tained by the committee although 
it agreed to exclude tooth pastea, 
mouth washes and toilet soaps 
from the tax, The exemptions were 
estimated to cut $8,009,000 from 
the $20,000,000 originally expected 
to be produced from this tax. 

Taking up the jewelry tax, the 
committee agreed to exempt flat 
tableware, both sterling and plate, 
but it declined to lift the tax ap- 
plying -to eyeglass and spectacle 
frames. A final decision on jewel- 
ry went over until the afternoon. 

The committee accepted the 
House automobile tax. 

It retained also the House rates 
of 3 per cent on passenger automo- 
biles, 2 per cent on trucks and 1 
per cent on accessories. 

The committee decided to levy 
an income tax on the salaries of the 
President of the United States and 
the Federal Judges late yesterday, 
after a drastic upward revision of 
the income tax schedules, from top 
to bottom. President Hoover is 
net affected, nor are Judges now 
serving, but all who hereafter step 
into these offices will, if the clause 
is approved by the whole Congress, 
bear a share of the cost of Gov- 
ernment. 

War compensation payments to 
veterans also were placed among 
taxable items. 

The committee has worked s0 
rapidly that it is predicted it may 
report the bill to the Senate to- 
morrow. By virtue of the increases 
adopted yesterday the Senators 
hoped today to be able to reduce 
or eliminate several special taxes 
voted by the House which are par- 
ticularly opposed by business inter- 
ests and by Secretary Mills. 


Peru Fears Copper Tariff Will 
Throw Miners Out of Work. 
LIMA, PERU, April 28.—The de- 
cision of the United States Fi- 
nance Committee to include copper 
imports in the tariff measure now 
under consideration is bitterly at- 
tacked in.the press here. “The 
United States is stubbornly asphyx- 
iating the production of countries 
south of the Rio Grande,” de- 
clared El Comercio. This newspa- 
per pointed out that the copper in- 
dustry in Peru was for the most 
part in the hands of. Americans, 
who would be great sufferers un- 
der any tariff regulation, and that 
the imposition of duties would 
throw 60,000 miners: out of work.

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SCIENTIST EXPLAINS 
LIGHT IN SKY ON @ 
MOONLESS NIGHTS 


It Is, in Part, Akin to Auroral 
Display, Lowell Observa- 
tory Director Says, 


By the Associated Press, 

DENVER, Colo., April» 28.° —., 
The dim, faintly luminous light’ in 
the sky on moonless nights has 
been found to be in part akin to the 
light of the auroral display. Dr. 
Vv. M. Slipher, director of the 
Lowell Observatory: at Flagstaff, 
Ariz., said yesterday at the annual 
meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement _ of 
Science, Southwestern division. 

Dr. Slipher said he had determin- 
ed that the green or spectrum line, 
long regarded as typical of auroral 
displays, is at all times present in 
the spectrum of all parts of the 
night sky. 

Special apparatus was designed by 
Dr. Slipher in his study of the light 
and by its use he was able to es- 
tablish that the spectrum line is 
weakest at the zenith and brightest 


toward the horizon—more intense 


in the west in the evening and in 
the east in the morning, that is, 
most intense in the sky toward the 
sun. 

“The presence of the line was not 
at all dependent upon auroral dis- 
plays,”’ he said.

PUBLISHERS CRITICISE 
CONTEMPT DECISION 


Declare Ruling in Aberdeen, 
S. D., Case Encroaches on 
Press Freedom. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 28.—Ameri- 
can newspaper publisrcers yesterday 
adopted a resolution condemning 
recent court action in the Aberdeen 
(S, D.) American-News case as “au 
encroachment upon freedom of the 
press.” 

The committee on freedom of 
the press presented the resolution. 
It commended the expressed inten- 
tion of the publishers of the Ameri- 
can-News to “carry the case to the 
highest court in order to maintain 
unimpaired the right of fair com- 
ment upon a judicial decision.” 

The paper was held in contempt 
by Circuit Judge J. H. Bottum for 
comment on a decision following 
exposure of alleged graft among 
local politicians. 

The paper commented adversely 
on the court decision in a case 
which ended in a suspended sen- 
tence, it was stated. The Judge 
held the newspaper and publisher 
in contempt, saying that because 
the sentence was suspended, the 
case still rested with the Court 
and therefore#«was not subject to 
comment. 

The Publishers Association, at its 
annual meeting at the Waldorf As- 
toria today, received from its Spe- 
cial Standing Committee, a report 
criticizing the printing trades 
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necessary readjustments. The re- 
port advocated efonomies, either 
through wage cuts of from 20 to 26 
per cent or by “abolition of ali 
wasteful and costly rules enforced 
by printing trades unions.” The 
report was accepted, ‘but no imme- 
diate action was taken.

For Retention of the Psychiatric Clinic. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE papers inform us that the city is 
entertaining some “penny-wise and 
pound-foolish” ideas of economy. Prefer 
to the proposed closing of the psychiatric 
clinic. 

As I see it, that clinic stands for scien- 
tific study in the treatment of human 
beings. It stands for the best science has 
to offer in the care of problem children, 
delinquent youths and criminal adults. 
It stands for the most advanced thought 
in home adjustment, parental education 
and child development. To it are brought 
children of some of the best citizens in 
our city, as well as children of ignorant 


i“ and irresponsible parents and children of 


no parents at all. All are given the best 
that trained social, psychological and 
‘medical workers are able to give. 

As I see it, too, the clinic is an ex- 
pression of the city’s desire to be more 
to its citizenry than a policing and tax- 
gathering agency. Its social function 
is to effect individual readjustment to- 
ward law-abiding and adequate living; 
its practica] function is to reach the so- 
cially maladjusted and the prospective 
criminal and impose remedial treatment 
before he becomes a full-grown drain 
upon public funds. 

Even if nothing mattered but dollars 
(and we have about a cent and a half 
per year per capita invested in the 
clinic) it would be illogical to continue 
to budget institutions to administer an- 
cient and admittedly inadequate laws 
and fail, to support an agency whose 
business is to get at the root of human 
maladjustments and to apply treatment 
when and where treatment might be ben- 
eficial. If our present economic paraly- 
sis has anything {to teach, it is that sheer 
mechanical and materialistic efficiency is 
not enough and that we have sinned 
miserably in leaving out the human ele- 
ment. Now that private social agencies 
have been forced to retrench by the lim- 
itationg set by the Community Fund, a 
greater burden than ever is placed upon 
the clinic. Is the city to fail the people 
whom the clinic serves? | . 

Let’s knock off a block of pavement 
if necessary, or shut off a fountain or 
two, but as a city let’s not add to our 
neglect of little children who are the vic- 
tims of awkward parents, soulless com- 
merce and an economically sick society.

The Loss of Purchasing Power. 
* To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

UOTING Mr. Lionberger: “Prices, 

however, are declining and have de- 
clined 20 per cent. The result is that 
the purchasing power of the average in- 
come of the nationis gradually increas- 
ing—not in the money in which values 
' are measured, but in the commodities it 
will buy, and as in the course of time a 
small income will buy more as prices 
decline, more will be spent; the demand 
for goods will increase; the factories will 
be put at work, men will again be en- 
gaged and receivé wages and so become 
spenders.”’ 

This view is undoubtedly orthodox eco- 
nomic theory; but let us examine the 
facts. While prices have declined 20 
per cent, we must balance against this 
decline the well-nigh destroyed purchas- 
ing power of the six to eight million 
unemployed, and the reduced purchas- 
ing power of those fortunate enough to 
be employed, In the past a period of 
falling prices always benefited those 
with a fixed income, such as teachers, 
a certain class of office workers and the 
many city, state and government em- 
ployes. But today we find that even 
this class Is being forced to a lower wage 
scale and consequently lower purchasing 
power, be it in the way of salary reduc- 
tions, week-end holidays or staggering 
of work; 

Weighing, therefore, the 20 per cent 
price decline against the loss of purchas- 
ing power amjéng the unemployed and 
those employed at reduced incomes, TI am 
certain that there’ has been’ no gradual 
increase in real income, I should like 
to have Mr. Lionberger explain how 
there will be any increase in the real 
income of a until we can put 
three or four million unemployed back to 
work—even though at greatly reduced 
DAY».

At*the same time, the new tax bill now being de- 
bated in Gongress is designed to raise more than a 
ae dollars in additional revenue to close the gap 
between income and outgo. | : 

It is ground for @erious consideration that up to 
this time new faxes are playing so large a part in the 
budget-balancing operation and economies so small 
a role. 

The Government, as we have already pointed out, 
cannot consistently increase the taxes upon others 
without also taxing. itself. 

The budget now under discussion, $4,112,000,000, 
is only about $249,000,000 smaller than the esti- 
mated expenditures of 1931-32, which will result in 
a deficit now estimated at $2,500,000,000. In addi- 
tion, other economies totaling about $200,000,000 are 
on the agenda, for a total.saving, if all are enacted, 
of about 9 per cent. It is to make up for the ditf- 
ference between the fall in revenue and this 9 per 
cent saving that the additional billion in revenue is 
necessary. 

Federalk expenditures have been intreasing at a 
terrific rate in the last two decades. Had they kept 
up with the increase in population in that inter- 
val, the budget now would be only a billion dollars 
instead of four times that amount. Had expendi- 
tures increased in proportion to the gain in nation- 
al wealth, the budget now would be only $1,400,000,- 
000. Here is the reason for the unbalanced budget, 
for the new tax program and for the efforts now be- 
ing made to achieve economy. 

Virtually every household and every business in 
the land is confronted by the same necessity. All 
had expanded their activities and expenditures dur- 
ing the days of plenty, and most of them now face 
the need for retrenchment. It is difficult for those 
who have dined on prosperity fare to adjust their 
palates to depression rations, but it is being dohe 
all aver the country. The activities of Federal Gov- 
ernment should be no exception. ; 

Hence dhe great importance of the fight for econ- 
omy now being waged. Greater savings than are now 
being discussed should be possible. It would he well 
to seize the occasion to check the growth of bu- 
reaucracy, which encroaches on the liberties of the 
people as well as running them into debt. 

Payments on the public debt and the obligations to 
veterans are fixed charges, but in the bureau field 
are great opportunities for checking waste and sav- 
ing money. As Mr. Hoover said yesterday, “We are 
clearly absorbing too great a portion of the national 
income for the conduct of our various branches of 
government.” 

An instance is the Department of Agriculture, 
which cost $19,916,000 in 1911 and $296,866,000 in 
1931, without including the estimated $191,894,000 
expenditure of the Farm Board. . 

Equitable distribution of the new taxés is an im- 
portant issue. But equally important are the possi- 
bilities for saving: 

Government is like an orchard. Unless it is reg- 
ularly pruned, it becomes topheavy. 

The great political orchard on the Potomac needs 
pruning. It is not a fair answer to gay that to prune 
it will increase unemployment by throwing Federal 
employes out of work. It is the business of govern- 
ment to promote employment for the people, but 
building up a great bureau class is not. the way to 
do it. 
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A GREAT NEWSPAPER’S MISFORTUNE. 

When Charles Prestwich Scott, veteran director of 
the Manchester Guardian, died at 86 recently, jour- 
nalism the world over took consolation in the fact 
that his son, Edward Taylor Scott, active editor since 
1929, was continuing the high standard by which the 
father had made the Guardian justly famous. Now 
the son’s life has come to an untimely end by drown- 
ing in Wordsworth's beautiful Lake Windermere. The 
Guardian has thus been doubly hit, and that ata time 
when England never needed it more. Her recent 
shift to a tariff policy when the ill effects of mount- 
ing tariffs afflict all trade, only demonstrates how 
deeply the Guardian's country has use for its rea- 
goned counsel. The associates of the Scotts, who nec- 
essarily have had an important part in establishing 
the Guardian’s good name, will do their tasks well 
if they keep the light of the father and son burning.

The Post-Dispatch takes professional pride in the 
fact that in the Ayer Awards competition, it has been 
adjudged one of the 10 best newspapers, typograph- 
ically, in the United States..

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MR. BECKER, THEN AND NOW. 

As candidate for Governor, Charles U. Becker 
stands firmly for economy in government. In a let- 
ter to G. O. P. committeemen throughout the State, 
Becker says Missouri’s biennial budget should be cut 
to $18,000,000, the 1913-14 level. - 

As Secretary of State, however, Becker has wasted 
State funds in a prodigal.manner. -We refer to his: 
awards of State printing, which he has used to build 
up a political organization of rural editors, not to 
mention such things as his refusal to award the 
automobile license contract to the lowest bidder and 
his opposition to remodeling the State Government 
in the interest of economy and efficiency. 

The law requires the publication of the text of 


propositions in one newspaper of each county, and 
prescribes a maximum rate of $1 an inch for the 
first insertion and 50 cents an inch for.the next four 
publications. : 

It has been Becker's practice to make the.awards 
at the maximum rate, which is in many instances 
twice as high as the regular adVertising rates of the 
papers employed. These contracts are made even 
more profitable by printing the amendments in 
wholesale lots and making them available to -news- 
papers at less cost than if the typesettfng and print- 
ing were done by the contract holder. 

In 1930, $68,310 was distributed in this manner 
to Becker’s friends among the editors, but the bil] 
has often mounted much higher. In 1926 it was 
$206,655. 

All efforts, both in the Legislature: and in the 
courts, to curb this extravagance and force Becker to 
award contracts to lowest bidders have been futile. 
The Secretary of State has always held his political 
organization above the interest of the State. 
Considering his past record, his present stand for 
economy can be classed as news.

Tardieu Receives Message of Sym 
pathy from Stimson,

PARIS, April 28. —— Premier

A message from Secretary of 
State Stimson, expressing sympa- 
thy at Tardieu’s indbsposition and 
regret at not being able to see him 
again to continue their conversa- 
tions, was delivered to the Pre- 
mier by Ambassador Edge. 
Stimson said his own health 
made it necessary for him to leave 
Geneva as soon as possible and re-| 
turn to the “Jnite@ States. He 
assured the French Premier that 
the American delegation would ao 
everything possible to continue the 
work of the disarmament confer- 
ence at Geneva in the same cordial 
spirit as in the past.

WETS FOR ALTERNATIVE 


Says He Then Will Do Best to 
Get It Before People, but 
Will Oppose It. 


The Rev. Dr. Daniel A. Poling, 
head of the Allied Forces for Pro- 
hibition, addressed a youth dinner 
at the Y. M. C. A. and a meeting 
in East St. Louis last night, end- 
ing two days of dry rallies here. 
In his midday address at*the Or. 
pheum Theater yesterday, before 
an audience of 1500, Dr. Polirg 
spoke on repeal and resubmission 
proposals. 

“When our friends on the other 
side propose repeal,” he said, “we 
have the right to ask them what 
alternative they have to offer. It 
is unfair to propose mere destruc- 
tion, with no _ alternative.: And 
when they have an alternative to 


propose, I will do my best to see 
that the alternative-gets a chance 
before the American people. When 
the alternative is offered, I wil! 
fight it in the open, because I be- 
lieve in. the eighteenth amendment. 

“It is chargd, and we must meet 
the charge, that we are holding 
on to the eighteenth amendment 
like dogs in the manger, and try- 
ing to prevent any further expres- 
sion on the subject. That is not 
the position of the Allied Forces 
for Prohibition. We believe every 
person and every group has a 
right to be heard. 

“Those who believed in the 
eighteenth amendment went out 
and got it under the Constitution, 
without trying to abrogate the 
provisions of the Constitution 
Those who oppose the amendment 
should do the same. Under the 
Constitution, there. can be no bind. 
ing popular vote on national ques 
tions. There is no way to have it 
without changing Article V. 1 am 
not in favor of amending Article 
V merely to permit a beer refer- 
endum. If it is amended, the 
change should apply to any ques- 
tion that might be raised, includ- 
ing those of personal and property 
rights.” 

Dr.' Poling reiterated his former 
declarations that “prohibition at its 
worst is better than license at its 
best.” He safd the way to deal 
with present abuses was “not to 
retreat, modify or repeal, but to 
forward-march and finish the work 
that we have reasonably well be- 
gun.” 

He expressed opposition to pro- 
posals for repeal of state enforce- 
ment laws, told of a campaign of 
this character now being waged in 
Oregon, and argued that such re- 
peal would be “selective nullifica- 
tion” of the Constitution. and 
would be in the nature of seces- 
sion from the Union. He said the 
Portland Oregonian, which is not 
a supporter of the eighteenth 
amendment, expressed agreement 
with him in this position. 

Dr. Poling reviewed the history 
of liquor legislation to show that 
“regulation did not regulate,” be- 
cause of refusal of liquor dealers 
to obey all regulatory laws. This 
lawlessness, he said, is inherent in 
the nature of the liquor business, 
which thrives on the harmful over- 
indulgence of its patrons. He said 
that prohibition was “put over” 
not by the drys, but by the liquor 
dealers. He said that, since his 
speech here a few months ago, 
more than 1,000,000 men and wom- 
en had been enrolled in the ‘Allied 
Forces, and that the meetings had 
“made the front page” of newspa- 
pers in most cities, including New

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KINSEY FEARS FOR FUTURE

Faults in- the e assessment of bene- 
fits for widening major streets do 
not constitute a reason (for 
scrapping the major street plan. 
President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service told the Chamber 
of Commerce Civic Development 
Committee yesterday. 

Kinsey referred to a “species of 
hysteria” resulting from dissatis- 
faction with the findings of con- 
demnation commissioners on bene- 
fits, which has led to the repeal of 
several improvement plans. Un- 
less the people wake up and cor- 
rect this condition, Kinsey as- 
serted, more of the city street plan 
will be scrapped. Provisions of the 
charter for assessing benefits are 
fair and sound, if followed correct- 
ly, Kinsey asserted, adding: “But 
that isn’t the way it is working out 
at present,” 

He conceded that the application 
of the procedure, as made, had 
worked repeated injustices on 
property owners. No city has a 
better street plan or a better repu- 
tation for sound public improve- 
ments than St. Louis, Kinsey de- 
clared.
